content of flavonoids and phenolic constituents of grapevines is 
increased and qualitatively modified. 

4. (previously presented) A method as claimed in claim 1, wherein the 

content of flavonoids with an unsubstituted C atom in the 3-posi- 
tion, and of the oligomers and polymers of these flavonoids, is 
increased.

6. (previously presented) A wine grape extract, wine grape juice, wine 

or wine grape press cake comprising flavonoids and other phenolic 
constituents obtained from grapes of a graprevine plant of a red 
grapevine variety, the grapevine plant previously having been
